Only a few. days efore this cireular was 
issued there was pablished in the Honghung 
Daily Prose v xeport on the svork of a sinall 
schoo! which has existed at.the Peak for at 
least two years, and appears to have given 
‘yreat eatisfuction to the parents whose 
children have been attending it, ‘This sclool 
has been inanaged hy a small Committee, of 
which the Bis:ror ov Vicronra is Chairman, 
_ and it has become a matter of much unfat- 
teriug comment that the. éxistence of this 
“schoot and 1ts Mantging Committee seem to 
bave been entirely ignored by the Education 
‘Depar tment in making its arrangements for 
establishing, « Gorerament school. atthe 
‘Peak. While we agree that the time hos 
arrived when the Government should 

+ establish. a school at the Peak,.or at least 
afford some support to private enterprise, 
it ‘Seems iperedible. that the: Education 
Department in waking their arrangemonta 
4o provida and maintain a \Government 
school at the Peak and in issuing an invita- 
tion to parents fo. co-operate by seuding 
their children to the school should not have 
had the common courtesy to have firet 
communicated the intention to the Com- 
‘mittee of Management of the -Voluntary 
Scl:ool, aud invited their co-operation in the 
effort, - + Ag it i, we ‘understand that. the 
‘first official intimation of the project was

There 
they found the sportamen of the launeh 
Pyeris, whose experiences ‘are related 
elsewhere, and who were, like themselves, 
looking for shelter. 

But the police quarters could not. hold 
all comfortably, so the Y.M.C.A. party 
were billetted on different missionaries, 
who did. all in their power to make them 
comfortable, and whose kindness and 
hospitality were pyeatly -appreciated by 
all the members of the party. ;

struck the two remaining men i} stung 
their’ faces ‘like sand, while the rain 
poured down in torrents, For some, four 
‘hours ‘they sought shelter from. the. gale 
under rocks, but the rain beat down upon 
them ‘during all this time ‘and > they 
shivered with cold.
